ANNUAL WASTE OF SEEDS IN 
GREAT BRITAIN ANO IRELAND. 


Tt will surprise most of our readers te learn 
that two-thirds of the seeds sown by farmers 
are either , oF never germinate. In 
Great Britain and Ireland, the annual waste 
from this cause is estimated at 4,665,066 quar 
ters of whest, barley and cats, « sufficient 
quantity te sapport a millon of haman betogs 

This is not mere speculation, but the result 
of 4 most careful and minaiec calculation, based

By examining the amount sown to the acre, 
as shown by the above statement, it will be 
seen that the quantity sown to the acre in Eng- 
land greatly exoce:|s that sown by our farmers, 
and would seem to show » smaller loss of seeds 
in the United States than tn England.— Pro- 
gressive Farmer. 

Tas Ururrr or Leaves.—Every person con- 
versant with vegetable philosophy, is aware 
that the all important requisite in the growth 
of tine fruit, is a good supply of big, vigorous, 
healthy leaves. A tree which is kept defolia- 
ted for a single season must die; and fruit 
growing upon branches which are deprived of 
their leaves, cannot ripen—examples of which 
are furnished by the instant cessation of growth 
and ripening of fruit upon trees which become 
stripped by leaf blight. In one instance, « 
dease mass of plums remained half-grown and 
flavorless for several weeks, in consequence of 
the prematere dropping of the foliage—a se 
cond crop of leaves three weeks afterwards 
etlected the completion of their growth and 
their ripening to honied sweetness.
